The Grand Army of the Republic 
holds its next annual encampment 
at St. Louis in September. Among 
the distinguished persons invited to 
be present on that occasion is Pres- 
ident Cleveland. Cleveland has 
accepted, but now comes the ques- 
tion as to his probable treatment 
by the soldier citizen. Cleveland’s 
vetoes of over 200 pension bills 
passed by Congress to relieve the 
distress of soldiers, their widows 
and orphans, have made him ex- 
tremely uupopular among the 
Grand Army boys. The vete of 
what is known as the dependent 
pension bill still further aggravated 
this opposition to the President. 
The St. Louis muddle over the dis- 
courtesies proposed to be extended 
to the President looks so ominous 


that General Sherman is out in alp 


letter to General John A Noble and 
Colonel D. P. Dyer,, prominent 
Grand Army members. Sherman 
in his letter recites the fact that 
Cleveland is Commander-in-Chief 
of the Army and Navy; that he is 
free to come and go whenever he 
pleases ia his jurisdiction, and the 
idea that he is to be insulted while 
on the stand alongside of Com- 
mander-in-Chief Fairchi'd, of the 
Grand Army organization, is mon- 
strous. General Sherman’s advice 
as it should be, no doubt will be 
heeded. The veterans of the late 
war are made up of a class of men 
too patriotic to insult the country 
for which they fought, too chivalric 
to fail to show proper courtesy to 
the first citizen of the first nation 
in the world.

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‘THE TRUCKEE RIVER WATER. 


The Sawdust Nuisance—How Saw- 
dust Effects the Water We 
Drink—Opinions by Some of 
Our Leadi»g Medical Meo. 

The dumping of sawdust in the 
river is again attracting the atten- 
tien of our people, and iu order to 
give the readers of the GAZETTE a 
thorough understanding of the con- 
dition of the river water, a reporter 
concluded to interview the physi- 
cians of Reno and obtain their 
views on the subject. Dr. Dawson 
was first called upon, when the fol- 
lowing interview took place: 

Reporter“ Doctor, the river 
water used here is attracting some 
attention, and I would like to have 
your opinion regardir g the condi- 
tion of it. Do you consider the 
water impure?’ 

Doctor D.— I most certainly do. 
Oue cannot doubt the evidence of 
his senses, and when the nostrils 
and palate are assailed, as they are 
when attempting to drink tbis 
water, we can no longer doubt that 
it is impure.” 

Re porter Do you regard the 
water in its present state dangerous 


to the health of this community?“ 

Doctor D.—‘Yea, pure air aud 
pure water are essential to health, 
and any community depending for 
its water-supply from such a source 
must of a necessity suffer in conse- 
quence.“ 

Reporter—“Will vegetable mat- 
ter such as decomposed sawdust 
render the water impure?’ 

Doctor D.—Your question sug- 
gests its answer. Tne very fact 
that decomposed vegetable matter 
of any kind is held in solution is 
evidence of the impurity of the 
water. All the various forms of de- 
composed vegetable matter favor 
the development of the germs of 
disease.“ 

Reporter“ Do you think if the 
dumping of sawdust in the river 
was prohibited that the wate: 
would become better?“ 

Doctor D.—‘'I certainly do. The 
source of the Truckee river, viz: 
Lake Tahoe, is remarkable for its 
clearness and purity, aud such im- 
purities outside of the sawdust as 


the water through the ditches 
would not render the water impure 
to any extent.“ 

Rep.—“Do you think the water 
here has had anything to do with 
the fevers that have visited Reno.“ 

Doctor D.— I can come to no 
other conclusion. Reasoning by | 
exclusion we have aright to assume | 
in the absence of other reasous that | 
the — — water was the principal 
cause of the epidemic of fever which 
afflicted us last year.”’ 

Rep.— Do you uot think that) 
some action should be taken to stop 
the sawduert nuisance.’’ 

Dr. D.— Believing as I do that 
the sawdust is the cause of the im- | 
pure condition of the water, I 
would, if I possessed the power,treat 
it as I would any other nuisance. 
I would enjoin the millmen from 
ok Hp the sawuust into the river. 
Surely no cousideratiou of a pecuul- 
ary character should weigh against 
the health and lives of this or any 
other community.“ 


DR. BERGMAN’S OPINION. 


Dr. Bergman was also called 
upon aud asserted that the river 
water was impure and not fit for 
household purposes, “I think,“ 
said the doctor, that the sawdust 
from the mills being run into the 
river is injurious to the health of 
parties drinking the water, as de- 
composed vegetable matter such as 
sawdust, must render the water 
impure. The nature of the impurity 
is a fungoid growth. The presence 
of fevers to a great extent is due to 
impure water, and as a sanitary 
measure I would recommend the 
stopping of sawdust in he river. 


WHAT DR. BERGSTEIN SAYS. 


Dr. Bergstein who testified before 
a Legislative committee on the 
sawdust question, and who has 
given muca attention to the impure 
condition of the water, was next 
called upon and contributed the 
followiug information: My opin- 
ion of Truckee river water is that 
uoconteminated it is as 7 mee au 
in the world. I think the impuri- 
ties now put into this water are 
dangerous to the health of this com- 
munity. Sawdust is vegetable mat- 
ter and decomposed vegetable mat- 
ter must produce impurities.“ 

Reporter—"*Will the distillation | 
A a 8 — offens- 

ve thy looking patate 
in the still?“ 

Dr. B.— That depends upon ite 
bed—It usually contains from 20 to 
60 grains of alkaline and earthly 
salts to the gallon.“ 

Reporter It seems that distilla-

Reporter—“Do you treat the 
water in avy ma ner to rid it of 
those impur ties?“ 

Mr. H—“ Ves sir; I distill all the 
water I use.“ 

Reporter— What is the nature 
of the precipitate remalboiug in the 
still?“ 

Mr. H—“Itisslimy and,repulsive, 
and emits a very disagreeable odor. 
It isa precipitate that good water 
never leaves.“ 

Reporter Do you regard the 
impurities in the water dangerous 
to the health of those who use it?’’ 

Mr. H— (I most certainly do.“ 

Reporter Do yo consider that 
decom posed vegetable matter such 
as tawdust would render the water 
impure?"’ 

Mr. H—“I do. My treatment of 
the water has satisfied me conclu- 
sively of this.“ 

Reporter—“‘The water carries a 
strong odor of decayed wood. Does 
distillation eradicate this odor?“ 

Mr. H— “t wil) not always do se. 
At times tbe distilled water carries 
the odor aod it can only be de- 
stioyed by a second distillation.”’ 

Reporter—“ Do you consider the 
water in its present state fit for 
use?“ 

Mr. H—“‘I do not. I bave never 
subjected the water to a chemical 
analysis; but distillation has satis- 
fied me that it is totally unfit for 
use aud should not be poured into 
the stomach in its present state.“ 

Reporter —‘‘You have been treat- 
ing the water in this manner for 
some time, have you not?“ 

Mr. H—*'T have distilled it for sev- 
everal years and during that time 
have treated large quantities of it.“ 

Reporter—“Has the water im- 
proved any, or is it getting worse?’’ 

Mr. H— It is getting worse.“
